The Debt Account is a capitalized amount, related to the 
debt of the old Province of Canada, on which the Government 
of Canada pays the Province interest at 5% per annum. 


The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

The Debt Account is a capitalized amount, related to the 
debt of the old Province of Canada, on which the Government 
of Canada pays the Province interest at 5% per annum. 


The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

(b) Common School Fund—$1,452,664. 


The Debt Account is a capitalized amount, related to the 
debt of the old Province of Canada, on which the Government 
of Canada pays the Province interest at 5% per annum. 


The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

The Debt Account is a capitalized amount, related to the 
debt of the old Province of Canada, on which the Government 
of Canada pays the Province interest at 5% per annum. 


The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

The Debt Account is a capitalized amount, related to the 
debt of the old Province of Canada, on which the Government 
of Canada pays the Province interest at 5% per annum. 


The Common School Fund, held in trust for Ontario and 
Quebec jointly, was derived from the sale of Crown lands set aside 
for the benefit of the common schools by statutes enacted before 
Confederation. The Provinces receive interest on the Fund at 
the rate of 5% per annum, in proportion to their respective 
populations as determined by the latest decennial census.

TREASURER’S REPORT 


It is with pleasure that | submit to you the 1969 Financial Report of the 
Province of Ontario. 


In the 1968-69 fiscal year, the government was under heavy pressure for 
major expenditure increases over the previous year in a number of high 
priority areas, such as education, health and aid to local governments. This 
was the fiscal year when the residential property tax reduction grants were 
introduced, the administration of justice was taken over from local authorities 
and major increases were made in the government's assistance to school 
boards and universities. As a result of the government’s emphasis on greater 
efficiency, and restraint wherever possible and realistic, it was possible to stay 
well within the original budget estimates with total net general expenditure 
some $44 million below the budget forecast. 


Total government revenue was significantly higher than anticipated in the 
Budget. While tax revenue was about one per cent above the original estimate, 
liquor revenues jumped sharply because of a prolonged strike in Quebec and 
the federal government made a catch-up payment of about $35 million for 
post-secondary education spending in 1967-68. Consequently, net general 
revenue was about $90 million higher than originally anticipated. 


These buoyant revenues and spending restraints combined to keep the 
government's budgetary deficit down to about $141 million compared to the 
budget forecast of $275 million. This budgetary deficit is the equivalent of the 
increase in the government's net debt, which rose to $1,591 million by the end 
of the fiscal year. This level of debt remains well within the Ontario Committee 
on Taxation’s guideline of 9% of provincial domestic product. 


Proceeds of Canada Pension Plan loans and other non-public debenture 
issues combined with non-budgetary receipts were adequate to finance the 
budgetary deficit and a high level of lending by the Province for purposes 
such as school, university, hospital and public housing construction. In addi- 
tion, these funds enabled the government to finance its debt retirements 
during the year. 


This year’s financial report contains a summary of departmental services, 
beginning on page 23 which is intended to give the reader some insight into 
the various programs and services provided by each department of the provin- 
cial government.

| note 1. basis of reporting 


The financial statements reflect the “cash flow” principle of accounting used by the Province of Ontario 
in which transactions are recorded as cash flows in and out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. As the 
name implies, it is through this fund that Provincial money must pass in accordance with the annual 
budget approved by the Legislature whose duty it is to report to the public on the source and disposition 


of the revenues which it receives. 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards and com- 
missions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (i) the year-end position of the 
advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed from or have contributed to the Fund 


for the year.

note 5. fixed assets 


Part of government's role is to provide facilities which have lasting value, such as roads, buildings, and 
other public works. Such expenditures on fixed assets do not produce income in the same way as is 
expected of expenditures on fixed assets of a business. Nor can it be said that expenditures on a new 
road, for example, will benefit future tax payers in a way which is significantly different from expendi- 
tures on education or the prevention of forest fires. Accordingly, provincial expenditures on fixed assets 
are treated as non recoverable expenditures of each fiscal year and are carried at the nominal value 
of $1.00.

As outlined by the Treasurer of Ontario in his March 4, 1969 Budget, the Province discontinued both the 
annual sinking fund provision and the fund itself, effective April 1, 1969. Its operations are incorporated 
into overall debt management and the entire resources of the Province will continue to be used for the 
orderly retirement of the debt.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


| am pleased to submit to you the 1970 Financial Report of the Province of 
Ontario. 


In the 1969-70 fiscal year, the Government introduced universal Medicare 
effective July 1, 1969. As no provision had been made for this in the original 
budget, the financial results include some major additions both for premium 
revenue and the spending under this new program. Generally speaking the 
Government was able to head off significant pressures from many sides for 
major expenditure increases. Higher than anticipated economic growth also 
resulted in much more buoyant revenues than was originally forecast. As a 
result, it was possible to set aside sizeable funds to finance part of the next 
year’s expected deficit in the hospital insurance plan with a view to avoiding 
premium increases. In addition, part of the grants paid to school boards, which 
would normally have fallen in the 1970-71 fiscal year, could be advanced to- 
wards the end of the 1969-70 fiscal year, providing assistance to school boards 
during a period of financial stringency and high interest costs. 


The Government concluded the fiscal year with a budgetary surplus of 
over $50 million, compared to a deficit of $141 million in the previous year. The 
net debt of the Province, therefore, dropped to $1,540 million by the end of the 
fiscal year, the equivalent of just over $200 per capita and only 5.5 per cent of 
Provincial Domestic Product. The Government retired almost $74 million of 
outstanding debt and managed to build up its liquid reserves. 


Proceeds of Canada Pension Plan loans and other non-public debenture 
issues were a major source of financing for the Province’s extensive lending 
program for schools, universities, hospital and public housing construction. 


The Government Accounts Division of the Department of Treasury and 
Economics will be pleased to answer questions on the contents of this report.

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NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

note 1. basis of reporting 


The financial statements reflect the ‘‘cash flow” principle of accounting used by the Province of Ontario 
in which transactions are recorded as cash flows in and out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. As the 
name implies, it is through this fund that Provincial money must pass in accordance with the annual 
budget approved by the Legislature whose duty it is to report to the public on the source and disposition 
of the revenues which it receives. 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards and com- 
missions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (i) the year-end position of the 
advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed from or have contributed to the Fund 
for the year. 


Separate financial statements are available for each of these provincially controlled operations. The 
following is a list of the major entities involved: Housing Corporation Limited; The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario; Liquor Control Board of Ontario; Ontario Development Corporation; The Ontario 
Education Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Hospital Services Commission; Ontario Housing Corporation; 
The Ontario Junior Farmer Establishment Loan Corporation; The Ontario Municipal Improvement Corpora- 
tion; Ontario Northland Transportation Commission; Ontario Student Housing Corporation; The Ontario 
Universities Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Water Resources Commission; The Sheridan Park Corpora- 
tion; Workmen’s Compensation Board.

Part of government's role is to provide facilities which have lasting value, such as roads, buildings, and 
other public works. Such expenditures on fixed assets do not produce income in the same way as Is 
expected of expenditures on fixed assets of a business. Nor can it be said that expenditures on a new 
road, for example, will benefit future tax payers in a way which is significantly different from expendi- 
tures on education or the prevention of forest fires. Accordingly, provincial expenditures on fixed assets 
are treated as non-recoverable expenditures of each fiscal year and are carried at the nominal value 
of $1.00.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


| am pleased to present to you the 1971 Financial Report of the Province of 
Ontario. 


Net general revenue for 1970-71,was up some $450 million from 1969-70, and 
within $13 million of that anticipated in the 1970 Budget. 


Net general expenditure was some $118 million higher than originally forecast, 
reflecting the Government's decision, in the face of a sluggish economy, to 
increase spending to help those most in need. Extra funds were therefore allo- 
cated for property tax assistance for farmers and pensioners, extended medicare 
benefits and programs which provide employment and welfare assistance. 


Despite a $94 million deficit on budgetary transactions, the Province’s cash 
position continues to be strong. Reduced financial requirements of Ontario 
Hospital Services Commission and Ontario Development Corporation, together 
with increased non-budgetary cash inflows through the Province of Ontario 
Savings Office and other sources combined to keep the shrinkage in liquid 
reserves to just over $7 million. This has permitted the Province to refrain from 
borrowing in the capital markets for its own purposes for the second con- 
secutive fiscal year.

note 1. basis of reporting 


The financial statements reflect the “cash flow” principle of accounting used by the Province of Ontario 
in which transactions are recorded as cash flows in and out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. As the 
name implies, it is through this fund that Provincial money must pass in accordance with the annual 
budget approved by the Legislature whose duty it is to report to the public on the source and disposition 
of the revenues which it receives. 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards and com- 
missions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (i) the year-end position of the 
advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed from or have contributed to the Fund 
for the year. 


Separate financial statements are available for each of these provincially controlled operations. The 
following is a list of the major entities involved: Housing Corporation Limited; The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario; Liquor Control Board of Ontario; Ontario Development Corporation; The Ontario 
Education Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Hospital Services Commission; Ontario Housing Corporation; 
The Ontario Junior Farmer Establishment Loan Corporation; The Ontario Municipal Improvement Corpora- 
tion; Ontario Northland Transportation Commission; Ontario Student Housing Corporation; The Ontario 
Universities Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Water Resources Commission; The Sheridan Park Corpora- 
tion; Workmen’s Compensation Board.

Part of government's role is to provide facilities which have lasting value, such as roads, buildings, and 
other public works. Such expenditures on fixed assets do not produce income in the same way as is 
expected of expenditures on fixed assets of a business. Nor can it be said that expenditures on a new 
road, for example, will benefit future tax payers in a way which is significantly different from expendi- 
tures on education or the prevention of forest fires. Accordingly, provincial expenditures on fixed assets 
are treated as non-recoverable expenditures of each fiscal year and are carried at the nominal value 


of $1.00.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


It is my pleasure to present the Financial Report of the Province of Ontario for the 
year ended March 31, 1972. 


General revenues were $11.7 million higher than anticipated in the 1971 Budget. 
Cuts in personal income taxes and health insurance were offset by higher than 
anticipated Corporation Tax Revenue. This reflects a more buoyant tax picture, but 
is primarily due to the cash flow lag in the impact of the 5% investment tax credit. 


Massive additional expenditures were undertaken in December, 1971, when | intro- 
duced a Supplementary Supply Bill for $173 million to stimulate winter employment, 
to accelerate capital works, and to increase family assistance. The consequent rise 
in the budgetary deficit and the level of net debt is still well within the Province’s 
means. | have been pleased to see the results of these expenditures reflected in 
the improvement in the general economic picture since that time.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

note 1. basis of reporting 
The financial statements reflect the ‘‘cash flow” principle of accounting used by the Province of Ontario 
in which transactions are recorded as cash flows in and out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. As the 
name implies, it is through this fund that Provincial money must pass in accordance with the annual 
budget approved by the Legislature whose duty it is to report to the public on the source and disposition 
of the revenues which it receives. 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards and com- 
missions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (i) the year-end position of the 
advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed from or have contributed to the Fund 
for the year. 


Separate financial statements are available for each of these provincially controlled operations. The 
following is a list of the major entities involved: Housing Corporation Limited; The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario; Liquor Control Board of Ontario; Ontario Development Corporation; The Ontario 
Education Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Hospital Services Commission; Ontario Housing Corporation; 
The Ontario Junior Farmer Establishment Loan Corporation; The Ontario Municipal Improvement Cor- 
poration; Ontario Northland Transportation Commission; Ontario Student Housing Corporation; The 
Ontario Universities Capital Aid Corporation; Ontario Water Resources Commission; Workmen’s 
Compensation Board.

note 5. fixed assets 


Part of government’s role is to provide facilities which have lasting value, such as roads, buildings, and 
other public works. Such expenditures on fixed assets do not produce income in the same way as is 
expected of expenditures on fixed assets of a business. Nor can it be said that expenditures on a new 
road, for example, will benefit future tax payers in a way which is significantly different from expendi- 
tures on education or the prevention of forest fires. Accordingly, provincial expenditures on fixed assets 
are treated as non-recoverable expenditures of each fiscal year and are carried at the nominal value 


of $1.00.

The Minister of Justice and Attorney General exercises the duties and responsibilities of the Law 
Officer of the Crown as prescribed by law and usage and supervises the administration of justice 
in the Province. The functons of this office include the following: 
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e Crown legal services 
Advising the Government upon all matters of law connected with legislative enactments and 
upon all matters of law referred to the Minister by the Government e advising the heads of 
the departments and agencies of Government upon all matters of law connected with such 
departments and agencies e conducting and regulating all litigation for and against the Crown 
or any department or agency of Government including the responsibility for the direction of 
prosecutions under the Criminal Code and Provincial legislation. 


e Legislative services and research 
Drafting, reviewing, publishing and consolidating Ontario legislation e advising the Legisla- 
ture, Government departments and agencies and the public on matters of legislation e con- 
ducting research in the law and in the administration of justice including formulation of recom- 
mendations for remedial legislation. 


e Administration of justice 

Providing and supervising legal and administrative services to all courts, judicial offices and 
land registration offices e development of court rules and procedures e providing probation 
services e safeguarding the interest of minors and other persons with legal disabilities through 
the offices of the Official Guardian and Public Trustee e assisting in the protection of civil 
rights of Ontario citizens by the financing of the legal aid program, providing compensation 
to victims of crime and ensuring impartial investigation services and compensation in 
matters of expropriation. 


e Law enforcement and public safety 

Developing efficient operations of police forces in Ontario through advisory services, crime 
intelligence, police training and uniform disciplinary procedures e assisting, supervising 
and advising law enforcement officers in matters of investigation and prosecutions ¢ provid- 
ing scientific investigation and research services for law enforcement agencies and the courts 
e providing and supervising investigations, advisory, training and research services in the 
fields of emergency measures and fire protection and safety e administration and supervision 
of the coroners’ system.

TREASURER’S REPORT 


It is with pleasure that | present the 1973 Financial Report of the Province of 
Ontario. The report reviews the finances of the Province for the 1972-73 
fiscal year. 


Economic developments and the Government's discretionary fiscal actions 
have played an important part in shaping the Province’s finances. These factors 
are described in the annual Budget and the Ontario Economic Review. Details 
of financial developments in the current fiscal year may be found in a quarterly 
publication, Ontario Finances, which reports on the in-year performance of 
the budget. 


The 1972-73 fiscal year was the first full year of operations for the Province 
under the new structure of government recommended by the Committee on 
Government Productivity. Programs formerly carried out by the Ontario 
Hospital Services Commission and the Ontario Water Resources Commission 
have been absorbed by the Province’s Consolidated Revenue Fund. In this 
report expenditures are reflected under the new program-oriented structure 
of policy fields and ministries within policy fields.

BASIS OF REPORTING 


Consolidated Revenue Fund 


The financial statements reflect the ‘‘cash flow” principle of accounting used by the Province 
of Ontario in which transactions are recorded as cash flows in and out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. As the name implies, it is through this fund that Provincial money must pass 
in accordance with the annual budget approved by the Legislature. It is by this means that the 
stewardship and accountability of the government are measured in that expenditures are 
recorded on the same basis as the funds are appropriated. The Province applies cash flow 
as follows: 


Revenue and Expenditures are recorded as the moneys are actually received and paid out. 
At year-end cheques continue to be written for a further 30 days to record payments pertaining 
to the fiscal year just ended. 


The transactions of the fund are presented in summary form, analysed according to the 
following three distinct areas of government activity: 


“budgetary transactions’, which relate to operational activities; 

“non-budgetary transactions’, which relate to the lending, investment and trust 
administration function; and 

“debt transactions’, which relate to long term borrowing and repayment. 


Fixed Assets 


Provincial expenditures on fixed assets are treated as non-recoverable expenditures of each 
fiscal year. Part of government's role is to provide facilities which have lasting value, such as 
roads, buildings and other public works. Such expenditures on fixed assets do not produce 
income in the same way as is expected of expenditures on fixed assets of a business. Nor 
can it be said that expenditures on a new road, for example, will benefit future taxpayers in 
a way which is significantly different from expenditures on education or the prevention of 
forest fires. 


Crown Corporations, Agencies, Boards and Commissions 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards 
and commissions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (1) the year-end 
position of the advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed 
from or have contributed to the Fund for the year. 


Separate financial statements are available for each of these provincially controlled operations. 
The following is a list of the major entities involved: Housing Corporation Limited; The Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario; Liquor Control Board of Ontario; Northern Ontario 
Development Corporation; Ontario Development Corporation; The Ontario Education Capital 
Aid Corporation; Ontario Housing Corporation; The Ontario Junior Farmer Establishment 
Loan Corporation; The Ontario Municipal Improvement Corporation; Ontario Northland 
Transportation Commission; Ontario Student Housing Corporation; The Ontario Universities 
Capital Aid Corporation; Workmen's Compensation Board.

note 4. ontario water resources commission 
The Ontario Water Resources Commission was established in 1956 and had let extensive contracts for 
the building of water and sewage systems to serve municipalities. Under the agreements with individual 
municipalities, costs of construction and operation of the municipal projects are fully recoverable over 
the period of years provided in the agreements. As part of the restructuring of government operations 
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in April 1972, the Commission has been dissolved and its former functions are carried on as a responsi- 
bility of the Minister of the Environment. Effective April 1, 1972, the assets of the Commission were 
absorbed and the liabilities assumed by the Province. 


As a result of this consolidation, cash and temporary investments of $24 million, net debt of $2 million 
and other assets and liabilities of (net) $18 million have been added to the Province’s statement of assets 
and liabilities. Full details of this consolidation may be found in the 1972-73 Public Accounts.

note 9. ontario hospital services commission 

Effective April 1, 1972 the Ministry of Health took over the direct administration of the Ontario Hospital 
Insurance Plan previously administered by The Ontario Hospital Services Commission. Prior to April 1, 
1972 the Commission received revenue directly from subscriber premiums and Federal Government 
contributions. The Province’s accounts reflected only its contribution to cover the net deficit of the 
hospital insurance plan. In 1973 both the gross revenues (including premium revenue and Federal 
contributions) and the gross expenditures of both the hospital and medical insurance plans are included 
in the revenues and expenditures of the Province. 


For comparative purposes only, the following table restates the expenditures of the Ministry of Health 
for the fiscal years ended March 31, 1970, 1971, and 1972 to include expenditures of the Commission's 
hospital insurance plan activities, on a basis consistent with the presentation in Budget Forecast 1972, 
and shows the sources of revenues related to the provision of health services. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that the Province does not ear-mark revenues to specific expenditures of Ministries.

BASIS OF REPORTING 


The financial statements of the Province of Ontario reflect the use of the ‘cash flow” principle of 
accounting. This method, modified to allow an additional thirty days to pay for goods and services 
pertaining to the fiscal year just ended, offers a precise measurement of government activity for a 
fiscal year. This, rather than the ‘‘accrual”’ principle, is utilized because of two fundamental character- 
istics of government reporting which set it apart from commercial practice. 


The first characteristic is the constitutional principle which underlies the system. The Legislature 
votes sums of money to specified ministries for stated purposes. The Legislature provides for the 
required money by authorizing the government to levy taxes or to borrow. The accounts of the 
government therefore are a record of stewardship and reflect the accountability to the Legislature 
for the management and disposition of monies levied, entrusted and spent. The purpose of the public 
accounts in government is to explicitly display that stewardship as revenue flows into and ex- 
penditure flows out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


The second characteristic is that there is no direct commercial relationship between government 
revenues and government expenditures. This obviates the “matching” benefit provided by accrual 
accounting. Expenditures are incurred for the operation of a wide range of services which have been 
established by government policy. Taxation, the major source of revenues, is imposed on those parts 
of the economy best able to finance government programs and is also a fiscal policy instrument for 
the government, in terms of its incidence and in its relationship to expenditures. 


The transactions of the Province of Ontario are presented in summary form according to the three 
distinct areas of government activity through the Consolidated Revenue Fund: 


‘Budgetary Transactions” are operational activities which include the revenues raised 
through taxation, premiums, fees, licences and permits, payments from the federal govern- 
ment under shared-cost programs, and income from investments. Expenditures on govern- 
ment programs include payments for goods and services, interest on the public debt, salaries, 
transfer payments to individuals, municipalities and institutions under various social pro- 
grams, subsidies and grants and the acquisition or creation of fixed assets. Government assets 
are generally of lasting value and may tend even to appreciate over time; e.g. parkland, public 
works or the highway system. Their benefit to future taxpayers is not significantly different 
from expenditures on education or health care. For these reasons Provincial expenditures on 
fixed assets are treated as non-recoverable expenditures of each fiscal year. The extent to 
which revenue exceeds or falls short of expenditure directly decreases or increases the net debt. 


“Non-Budgetary Transactions” are the lending, investment and trust administration functions 
which include, as distinct from expenditure, the government lending and investment activity 
in various Crown corporations, agencies and municipalities. All of these loans and advances 
are repayable or represent equity holdings supported by the assets of the corporations. Net 
changes are reflected in the year-to-year fluctuation on the Statement of Assets and 
Liabilities. Also included in this category is the activity within deposit, trust and certain 
special purpose accounts, all of which bear directly on the Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 


“Debt Transactions” are the borrowing and repayment transactions which include obliga- 
tions issued to both non-public and public sources of funds and are reflected directly in the 
Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 


The Net Debt of the Province is the excess of liabilities over revenue-producing and realizable assets. 
Year-to-year changes in net debt are related directly to the amount by which revenues exceed or 
are less than expenditures on budgetary transactions. 


With respect to the financial operations of provincial crown corporations, agencies, boards and 
commissions, the financial statements presented in this Report reflect (i) the year-end position of 
the advances to or the investments in these entities which are made from the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund and (ii) the extent to which their operations have been financed from or have contributed to the 
Fund for the year.

Time deposits are obligations of Canadian chartered banks primarily payable in Canadian dollars at their 
maturity. However at March 31, 1974, unhedged U.S. dollar time deposits had a Canadian dollar cost value 
of $220 million and a Canadian dollar equivalent of $199 million based on the rate of exchange on that date. 
Temporary investments are recorded at cost and had a market value of $162 million at March 31, 1974. 
Bank balances includes an amount of $310 million representing cheques issued during April 1974 to 
record payments pertaining to the 1973-74 fiscal year.

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Based on latest financial information the Province has an additional interest of approximately $45 million 
in unrecorded equity in these Crown Corporations, boards and commissions.

The Ministry of the Environment lets extensive contracts for the building of water and sewage systems to serve muni- 
cipalities. Under the agreements with individual municipalities the costs of construction and operation of the facilities 
are fully recoverable over the period of years provided in the agreements with the municipalities. In 1973, $32 million 
of the investment in these projects was reported under ‘‘Loans to municipalities’. In 1974 the entire investment in 
these projects is reported as ‘Investments in water treatment and waste control facilities’. The 1973 comparative 
figures on the Statement of Assets and Liabilities have been adjusted to reflect the change.

1973-74 revenue changes 


In 1973-74 retail sales tax became the largest source of revenue to the Province. The in- 
crease in sales tax revenues is primarily due to the rate increase from 5% to 7% May 1, 1973. 
Each of the major revenue sources increased in absolute amount in 1973-74 (see page 6) 
but with the exception of corporation taxes and retail sales tax, declined as a percentage of 
total revenue because of the significant increase in retail sales tax. 


Personal income tax which has been the major source of revenue for many years experienced 
a slower growth rate in 1973-74 because of the expansion of the tax credit program. Personal 
income tax for 1973-74 is net of $182 million in tax credits. The addition of two new tax credits 
has substantially improved the incidence of provincial taxation. For 1973-74 the new credits 
consisted of a sales tax credit equal to 1 per cent of personal exemptions plus a pensioner 
tax credit of $100 for all taxfilers 65 years of age and over. Like the property tax credit, these 
new credits are designed to provide maximum assistance to low-income families and individuals. 
The combined benefits of these credits are directly related to the ability-to-pay principle as 
determined by taxable income. In April 1974, further enrichments of this tax credit plan were 
announced in the Budget Statement.

A notable feature of Ontario’s revenue growth over the past few years has been its stability, 
when viewed in relation to Gross Provincial Product. While the components of total revenues 
may exhibit differential growth rates, in the aggregate revenues have increased at a rate 
approximately equivalent to the rate of growth of the economy. 


With the addition of medical insurance financing to the public sector in October 1969, revenues 


as a percentage of gross provincial product moved up to 14.5% and have remained at approx!- 
mately this level for four years despite a variety of conditions in the economy.

In the five years ending 1971, Ontario's expenditures had been increasing at a fairly strong 
rate to meet the demand for education facilities and improved health care delivery systems. 
With the major expansion and development of facilities completed by the early 1970's the 
Ontario Government implemented a series of measures to control the on-going growth of 
basic operating expenditures. In 1972 the spending ceilings for school boards were imple- 
mented and are being continued each year. With the levelling out of university enrollments, 
the government has limited the increase in the Basic Income Unit (which determines grants 
per student) to increases of 4.8, 2.0 and 3.4 per cent in the last three years. Hospital expenditures 
have been limited to basic rates of increase of 7.9, 5.0, and 7.6 per cent over the last three years. 
The combined impact of these measures is reflected in substantially decreased growth rates 
in health and education spending. 


Because these controls have been effective, the Province has had the flexibility to meet new 
needs such as assistance to the local government sector. The Province has placed major 
emphasis on increasing its share in the financing of local spending in order to reduce local 
reliance on the property tax, ensure adequate provision of local services and improve delivery 
of priority services, such as policing, transit and sewerage. Between 1971 and 1974 Provincial 
assistance as a percentage of local revenue increased from 43.2 to 47.8 per cent.

Transfer Payments are grants, sub- 
sidies and allowances paid to persons, 
agencies and other governmental 
bodies. In the past decade the 
Province of Ontario has taken sig- 
nificant steps to ensure its citizens 
of certain basic uniform services. 
This has entailed massive funding 
by the Province in the form of 
transfer payments with the result that 
they now constitute 71% of the 
Province’s annual expenditure. The 
major transfer payments are for 
medical services, post-secondary 
education and local government 
which includes primary and secon- 
dary education. The Province, 
through control of other areas has 
been able to substantially increase 
its support of local government since 
1971 thereby granting relief to the 
property taxpayer. Provincial support 
of local government now accounts 
for 45% of total transfer payments.

salaries and employee benefits 


The Ontario civil service of approximately 70,000 persons is involved in the delivery of a wide 
range of services to the citizens of Ontario (see pages 22 to 40). The increases in the salaries 
and employee benefits categories of expenditure have been limited for the most part to the 
salary awards negotiated and paid through the regular review process. New position growth 
of the Ontario civil service has been nominal at less than 2% in each of 1973 and 1974. 


investment in physical assets 


The acquisition of physical assets includes purchase of land and contract payments for build- 
ings, highways and public works. Other direct expenditure on fixed assets is included under 
the salaries, wages, services and supplies categories for own account construction and all 
types of equipment. In addition to these expenditures the Province provides substantial sums 
each year to the local government sector in the form of transfer payments (grants) and loans 
for expenditures on physical assets. The following table shows the comparative level of 
expenditures on physical assets included in the Province’s budgetary account (either purchased 
by the Province directly or financed by transfer payments from the Province) and non-budgetary 
account (financed by loans from the Province). In each year the amount spent on physical 
assets exceeded any budgetary or non-budgetary deficit incurred in such year.

provincial borrowing activity 


There has been a major shift in the holders of Ontario's debt over the five fiscal years ending 
March 31, 1974. During this period the proportion of Ontario’s debt held by the public decreased 
from 35.7% to 21.4% of total outstanding debt which reflects the trend to greater reliance on 
non-public financing. Because of the climate of excessive loan demand and high interest rates 
which existed in the Canadian money market during fiscal 1973-74 the amount of Ontario's 
outstanding treasury bills was reduced by $170 million, thus leaving room for other borrowers.

Provincially administered, long-term financial assistance to persons in need who are elderly, 
disabled, blind, mothers or unemployed fathers with dependent children e hospital and medical 
insurance for eligible Old Age Security recipients e dental care for recipient families with 
children. 


Municipal welfare 

Municipally administered, provincially subsidized short-term financial assistance under General 
Welfare Assistance Act to persons and families temporarily unable to support themselves e 
subsidies to Municipalities for administration costs and for purchased services of visiting 
homemakers and nursing services.

Family counselling services to help persons deal with social problems and achieve self-support 
e grants to voluntary agencies offering credit/debt counselling services e financial assessment 
of applicants for legal aid.
